Timely Yiews Not In 


The News 


Prof. Edwin C. Conklin of Princeton Univer- 


sity created a mild sensation at Yale when m 
a recent addressee predicted that two or three 
generations will'see the extinction of the best 
stack of .human race so far as America is-con- 
cerned. That -is, unless society - takes drastic 
steps toward1 artificial selection among the up- 
per strata of mankind in the neai* future. • 


Prof. "Conklin lectured on "The Future of 


Evolution," and pointed out that race suicide 
is imminent' a"mong the' wealthy-.clas'ses '.owing 
to social taxes on the raising of children, while 
the laboring classes are multiplying at an enor- 
mous rate.' America, he added, is also faced by 
the problem of race amalgamation which is go- 
ing on. between whites and negroes. Mulat- 
toes already number one-fourth as many as 
pure blacks in this country, he asserted, and 
are increasing at double the rate of the latter. 
The result, while raising the standard of the 
negroes, is ' detrimental he said, to 'the best 
strains' of' bipod on whose preservation the fu- 
ture of the country depends. 


."Most, people... think," said Prof. Conklin, 


"that man is far bettor physically and intel- 
lectually than centuries ago. As a matter of 
fact, there is no good reason to believe, there 
has been any material change in the human 
race.since the last ice age, about 20,000 or 
30,000 years ago. .So far as man's cranial 
capacity is concerned there has been no in- 
crease during that time.... 
. • 


"All the-signs point to the conclusion that 


man ^has reached ' his greatest development 
along physical.and..intellectual lines. If .there 
are any. changes they..will be minor ones, un- 
less, indeed, there be' such 'another secular 
change as an ice age.' 


"What progress 'man has made in the last 


20,000 yeai-s 
has been social rather than bi- 


ological'. Knowledge has increased and been 
preserved and transmitted, but I can see no. 
reason to', believe the intellectual capacity of 
man is -any greater' now than in the time of 
Socrates'anr Aristotle."
